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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicants canceled claim 23. 

2. In view of the amendment of May 19, 2006, previous 103(a) rejection on claims 
1 , 4 and 13-26 over Hasegawa et al'071 in view of Chiba et ar900 and previous 103(a) 
rejection on claims 1 , 4-8 and 18-23 over Hasegawa et al'178 in view of Chiba et al'900 
are hereby withdrawn because those references do not teach or suggest present 
oxanorbornanediyl group. Since the previous pro visional double patenting rejection on 
claims 1 , 2, 4 and 9-26 over claims of copending App. No. 10/936,753 is the only 
rejection left, present application is being allowed, and the provisional double patenting 
rejection will be held in abeyance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Nishi et al 
(2002/0132182 A1 ) does not teach or suggest present R 1 and R 2 which bond together 
to form an aliphatic hydrocarbon ring as presently required in claims 1, 5, 13, 14 and 18. 
Nishi et al does not teach or suggest present ester compound of claim 2, which has the 
(meth)acrylic moiety.
